Bracelet of Gold, 1,000 Years Old, Re- 


cently Found In One of tho 


Shetland Island*. 


A 
1,000-year-old 
bracelet 
was j 


found by a boy on ihe island o f j 
Oxna, Shetland, recently.- Mr. Gil-! 
bert Goudie, at the monthly' mprting 
of the Society of Antiquaries of Scot- 
land, held in the museum, Edin- 
burgh, told the interesting story of 
tne bracelet, which haa been acquired 


the museum. Mr. Goudie related 


now the bracelet had come to light 
on a bare spot which had been 
scalped over and over again to pro- 
Tide extra soil for adjacent cultiva- 
tion, and by its glitter in the sun- 
light had attracted ihe attention of 
the boy playing near. It is of solid | 
gold, S1A inches in width in interior 
diameter at its greatest width, and 
it weighs 064 grains troy. 
It is 


formed of four strands of metal 
finely polished, and interplated in a 
continuous circular chain. In work- 
manship it compares with certain 
armlets and necklets of silver, part 
of a hoard of objects found in 1858 
at Skaill, in Orkney, but otherwise it 
is unique as being the only object 
of gold of this intertwisted pattern 
that is so far known to have been 
found in the country, though a very) 
limited number are preserved in the' 
archaeological collections of Sweden, 
Norway and Denmark. As a product 
of the late iron age of the Viking 
times, the date of its manufacture 
may be between 800 and 1000 A. D.

fore tlie uarantee of -the land bonds 
of the Nassau bank was turned over 


to the communes of the Administra- 
tive District of Nassau. This is, how- 
ever, a strong government guarantee 
and the sufficiency of it is proven 
in the high price, 99, maintained by 


4 per cent bonds of the Nassau bank. 


To make the overnmenl's guaran- 


tee safe, conduct of the bank is plac- 
ed directly under control of the As- 
sembly of the'Adminlstrative District 
The actual business of the bank is 
carried on by a directorate. A farmer 
desiring to mortgage his farm goes 
first to the court of registration. The 
system of land registration in Ger- 
many 
is thoroughly 
perfected 
and 


this is one, of the most essential fea- 
tures to a successful land credit sys- 
tem. By the court the farmer is giv- 
en a paper establishing his title and 
describing his property. This paper 
is sent to the land bank with the ap- 
plication for.a loan. All loans are re- 
stricted lo 50 per cent of the value 
o fthe land on -first mortage. If the 
loan be branted the "Tanners' mort- 
;age is reistered and also the bank 
records with the mortage the fact 
that bonds ;o an equal amount have' 
been issued. The entire transaction 
costs the farmer about $20. The bond 
draws interest at the lowest practic- 
able rate—now 4 1-2 per cent be- 
cause of a bad money market—and 
he. farmer pays to the 
bank 
this 


rate o finterest, plus enough to 


..over the expenses of the bank. This . 
s about 1-2 per cent in an economi- 
cally conducted institution. 
Besides 


his payment, the farmer pays- each 
ear a fixed amount in a mortiza-tion 
barges—that is a fixed amount which 
s used to reduce the principal of bis 
oan. In the German Landschaften in- 
titutlons the payment of this amort- 
ation charge is optional with the 
armer. In the Nassau institution pay- 
ment of amortization charges is ob- 
ligatory and the value of this law was 
clearly demonstrated to the American 
Commissioners by the bank director, 
who presented a table to show the 
comparative freedom of debt of the 
Nassau farmers. Through this prac- 
tice the farmers of Nassau are re- 
quired each year to pay oft their in- 
debtness. 


The most interesting feature of the 


Nassau bank is the government guar- 
antee given the bonds. There Is a di- 
vision of opinion among 'the Members 
of the- [American Commission as. to 
the advisability.^ government guar- 
antees for land bonds. Those opposed 
o tlie plan point out tbat if the farm- 
ers defaulted in their payments it " 
would become necessary for tbe gov- 
ernment as -the guarantor 
to dis- 


possess the farmers of "their land, 
and they assert that there Is apt to 
be so much politics -in the situation 
in the United States that the legisla- 
ture of a state would be inclined to 
saddle the loss upon the state rather 
than-make enemies of the fanners by. 
selling their lands at auction.
